ORDER 


For the reasons set forth in the accompanying Memorandum Opinion, defendant 
Diamond Topaz Brown’s motion to suppress is GRANTED in part and DENIED in 
part. Brown’s motion is GRANTED as to the 2006 conduct involving her possession of 
firearm but DENIED as to the 2012 conduct involving the same. Except for those threats 
referring to schools and children, Brown’s motion to exclude the threats evidence is 
DENIED. Finally, because the admissibility of the probation form depends upon facts yet 
to be determined, the motion to exclude this item is TAKEN UNDER ADVISEMENT.
